The General vs. the Governor 


Looking at the Presidential race from a distance, and get- 
ting the real perspective on it, the contest seems to boil down 
to this basic issue: De we want a general, a military man, for 
President, or do we want an experienced civilian administra- 
tor, a governor? 

It becomes more clear every day that Eisenhower’s 40 
years of military life dominate his thinking, and that if he 
becomes President he will inject military rule and system 
into our government. : 

The many millions of us who have had military service 
know that it clashes very deeply with our civilian life. In 
the army the privates take orders. In civilian life the will 
of the privates is the rule—it» has been that way since we 
revolted from England 175 years ago, and most Americans 
want to keep it that way. 

_ In the military there can be no debate and disagreement, 

yet such is the very life of our American civilian democracy. | 
We believe that debate strengthens, does not weaken, our 
country. 

On the other hand, Adlai Stevenson symbolizes the type of 
statesmanship that we would like to have in this country— 
years of public service and training and eventually, after suc- 
cessive upward steps, the reward of high office, and the assur- 
ance that with it will come the wisdom, tolerance, strength, 
and fortitude growing out of such an apprenticeship. 

Ike is a soldier, with the added disadvantage of having a! 
motley crew of greedy, unscrupulous men dominating him. 
Stevenson is a journeyman statesman, with first loyalty 
to the truth. | 


General Von Hindenburg Eisenhower 


There is a second major aspect to the campaign that at 
times rises above the primary candidates in significance and 
danger. That is the rather terrifying parallel that exists be- 
tween General Ike and Von Hindenburg. ; 

As the Hitler gang rose to power, they needed a respect- 
able front to cover up their bloodthirsty activities. President 
Von Hindenburg was their man. He symbolized respectabil- 
ity. The rest of the story we all know. 

Now we are faced with the picture of a fairly popular 
wartime leader moving up as front man and behind him the 
most vicious and greedy elements of American leadership— 
Robert “Hitler’’ Taft and Joseph “Goebbels” McCarthy, plus 
that juvenile delinquent, Tricky Dick Nixon. 

These gorillas just can’t wait to get their hands on the 
reins, and Heaven help us if they do. 

Screaming “Communism,” this gang accomplishes the 
two-fold purpose of stirring up fear and confusion and of 
covering up their own power grab as front men for the worst 
elements of powerful, ruthless Big Business, which holds 
property rights supreme and to hell with human rights. and 
human beings who don’t happen to possess wealth or the 
vicious qualities needed to acquire it.

About three and a half million 
beneficiaries are retired persons 
and their dependents, while the 
other million and a half are wid- 
ows, children, widowers, and de- 
pendent parents of deceased wage 
earners. 

Three out of every four of the 
gainfully employed now have fed- 
eral insurance protection. Four 
of every five families have this 
same protection. In addition, there 
are 62 million persons insured un- 
der the program, 23 ‘million of 
them being permanently insured. 

The logical conclusion to be 
reached from this is that old-age 
and survivors insurance is indeed 
insurance. It is security for the 
family, which means security for 
the nation.

Against Prop. 3 


As election draws closer, more 
and more people are becoming in- 
terested in Proposition 3, mainly

The Presbytery or San Fran- 
cisco, representing 74 Bay Area 
churches, charged. this week that 
Californians for Justice in Educa- 
tion, a group supporting Proposi- 
tion 3 on the ‘November ballot, 
is “guilty of -a distortion in im- 
plying that schools for crippled 
children would be the _benefici- 


* aries” of the proposal to exempt 


certain private schools from tax- 
ation. 

To the kKncwileage of state, au- 
thorities .in Sacramento, no school 
that is.privately operated for crip- 
pled children would be exempted 
by Proposition 3, the Presbytery 
declared in a statement. 

“Those schools listed as exam- 
ples by Californians for. Justice in 
Education either do not own prop- 
erty which would be exempt or 
are not even incorporated as a 
non-profit institufion. 

“Any charitable crippled  chil- 
dren’s sehools are already exempt 
under the 1944 Welfare Exemp- 
tion.” 

With the comment: “We deplore 
the use of this kind of misleading 
publicity,” the Presbytery ad- 
vanced the following additional 
reasons why it and the California 
Synod, representing 425 churches 
in California, are urging a “No” 
vote on Proposition 3: : 

“California would be the only 
state in the Union to pass the bill 
granting tax exemption without 
restrictions or controls of any sort 
whatever. 

“Let it -also"be noted that most 
states do not exempt parochial 
schools “as such at all. The law 
proposed for California is a spe- 
cial interest law which would 


exempt parochial schools as such} Board has approved progressive 


on the basis of. being religious 
schools owned and operated by 
religious corporations. But most 
states’ laws with which it could 
be compared exempted all private 
schools, including non-sectarian 
“finishing” schools, fashionable 
boarding schools, and private non- 
profit schools. They were passed 
in these states’ early history, be- 
fore the public schools were estab- 
lished, and the old laws have never 
been challenged, hence are still on 
the books, f 

“Fifteen states limit the amount 
‘of land on which exemption may 
‘be claimed, many limit it to only 
one acre per school. Others in 
many cases set a limit on the dol- 
lar value of the exemption. In con- 
trast to this, California’s proposed 
law would give unlimited property 
tax exemption, with loop-holes ‘for 
holding vast acreages and tremen- 
‘dous: property valuations. 

“Many: states specify that tuition 
must be free in the schools exempt- 
ed. In contract to this, California’s 
‘Proposition No.:3 wauld-exempt. all 
iprivately<awned parochial ‘schools, 
‘most of which charge -tuition ‘fees. 

“Many ‘states -insist by Jaw ‘that 
“scheols exempted ‘be jopen to .all 
pupils on an equal -hasis, -but 
“Propesition No. 3 :proposes-to.'sub- 
‘sidize «parochial . schoals «indirectly 
‘whether they serve -the ‘general 
ipublic: or not. 

“Nineteen states .proyide . for 
state control .ever..curriculum.or 
teachers‘ -eredentials or both in all 
private schools exempted. .But 
Proposition No. .3 in. Califarnia 
provides..nething of.supervision or 
control, of. parochial schools. 

“Public funds, should not. go. .to 
propagate private faiths. Parochial 
schools are not maintained as are 
public schools for the general wel- 
fare of all the people and for chil- 
dren of all religious backgrounds. 
Nor are they maintained to have 
taxpayers money. They are volun- 
tarily founded and operated-for the 
specific purpose of providing .indoc- 
trination in a certain faith. Justice 
in public taxation demands no fa- 
vors to support,or propagate ‘relig- 
ious indoctrination in schools com- 
peting with our public schools.”

Brown quoted a Supreme Court. 
decision in a tase invol¥ing a 
worker who lived but 200 feet 
from the. polling ‘place and it .took 
him about five minutes to vote. 


“In view of ‘these facts, it seems 
clear that it was not ‘necessary’ 
for the employee to have the hour 
and a half off in which to vote and 
yet the Supreme Court held that 
he was entitled to wages for thi 
time off,” Brown’s ruling stated. 


The Batlerini case of San Fran- 
cisco.also was cited,.in which “the 
trial court held the section [of the’ 
Election Code] constitutional and, 
that there was no need for the 
worker to show necessity,” Brown 
declared. The judge in this case 
said that the state law does not 
say workers must show a need for 
time off, adding “Section 5699 of 
the Elections Code is clear, un- 
equivocal and unambiguous.” 


A higher court, ruling on _ this 
Same case, said this section of the 
eode is valid and constitutional :be- 
cause “said Elections Code .is .as 
much a part of every employment 
contract entered ‘into and. to -be 
performed in the State of Califor- 
nia as ‘though expressly incor- 
porated in said employment con- 
tract.” 

Brown said “the amouni of free 
time. allowed to a worker un- 
der Elections Code Section 5699 
amounts ‘to four hours every two 
years if he desires to’ take advan- 
‘tage of. it.’ 

The'U.S. Supreme Court upheld 
a decision in a case originating 
with the Tidewater Associated Oil 
Co, in‘Contra ‘Costa County, where

“As stated before, there is no 
indication in Elections Code 5699 
that there was to be any limita- 
tion on .right of the employee to 
absent himself for two hours on 
the specified election days in order 
to vote. No such limitation should 
be read into the statute and the 
employee should be entitled to the 
two-hour period even if he does 
have two other free hours in which 
he could vote.” 


Summing up his conclusion on 
this ruling the Attorney General 
and his deputy, Charles A. Bar- 
rett, -wrote: 


“Under -Elections Code Section 
5699, an employee is entitled to 
take two hours off during his 
‘working day for ‘the purpose of 
‘veting without indicating a need 
or necessity for the two-hour pe- 
‘@ied. The werker:is entitled to -¢he 
‘two hours off even if -his -usual 
‘work «day svould allow -him .two 
consecutive .free -hours (either .he- 
fore or after .hjs working hours) 
‘between ‘the time of opening :and 
closing of the ,polls.”

Butchers 506 
To Boost Dues; 
Wage Talks. On 


By referendum vote, members of 
Butchers Union 506 of this area 
have voted for an increase of $1 
per month in dues, first substantial 
dues increase in more than 20 
years, Executive Secretary Earl A. 
Moerhead reported this week. 

The union had dues of $3.50 a 
month in 1930 for retail and whole- 
sale divisions, and added 25 cents 
for operational costs in 1948. This 
year (June), the international un- 
ion raised its per capita tax fee b® 
25 cents, this added cost absorbed 
by the union during intervening 
months, 

Because of increased office costs 
and operational expense, plus the 
increased per capita tax, the pro- 
posal was brought in for the in- 
crease to $4.75—effective Dec. 1— 
in the dues for retail-and whole- 
sale workers.‘ A referendum vote 
was necessary in order that all di- 
visions might be contacted for ex- 
pressions and vote before adopting 
the procedure, Moorhead explained. 

In addition to union dues, the 
members pay 50 cents a month for 
sick benefit coverage and 75 cents 
@ month for the $1000 life insur- 
ance benefits. This makes montliily 
dues for retail and wholesale 
butchers amount to $6 total. Dif- 
ferent scale of dues applies to some 
divisions of the union. 

The welfare plan of Butchers 
Union 506 will be extended -to pro- 
vide coverage for poultry workers, 
on Dec. 1, Moorhead said,

The state- 
ment which the Alliance sponsored 
was to the effect that the ‘main 
beneficiary of this bill would be 
the schools of one particular re- 
ligious sect and that this preference 
would be to an extent of 90 per 
cent. That one sect owns 90 per 
cent of the school property which 
would receive benefits from this 
bill.’ . 


“In answering this the spokes- 
man creates.a strawman, He lists 
the number -of schools owned by 
religious sects, although no one 
was talking about the number of 
schools, and then shouts ‘misrep- 
resentation.’ Taxes are based on 
property, acreage and improve- 
ments, and not necessarily on the 
number of individual pieces. One 
large holding could very well be 
taxed much heavier than several 
small ones, The statement ofthe 
California Taxpayers Alliance is a 
true one, pointing to the fact that 
90 per cent of the tax benefits 
would be received by one sect, be-

;cause that sect owns that much 
of the property it is proposed to 
exempt. This has not been and 
cannot be disproved. 

“The proponents of Proposition 
No. 3 still have not and cannot 
answer the fact that they always 
neglect to inform the public the 
whole truth about the proposed 
law. Their statement that 47 other 
states allow tax exemption for 
parochial schools never informs 
taxpayers that those states have 
not got the free-wheeling, all- 
inclusive exemption such as is 
proposed for California. 

“Fifteen other states limit the 
land on which exemptions may be 
claimed; many limit it to one acre 
per school. Other states place a 
limit on the dollar value of exemp- 


tion. Still others specify that tui-- 


tion in,tax exempt schools must be 
free. Some states also insist by 
laws that schools be open to all 
pupils on an equal basis. Nineteen 
states provide for state control 
over the curriculum or teacher 
credentials or both, 

“The proposed California Jaw 
would give property exemption 
without such definition, There 
would be loopholes for the holding 
of unnecessary land. And the Cali- 
fornia measure does not have any 
of the other restrictive features 
required by other states, It is 
therefore untrue when proponents 
of Proposition No. 3 say that 47 
other states in the country have 
granted identical exemptions.”
